Fort Hays State and Missouri Southern both come into this game 
hungry for their first win of the season. The Tigers dropped their 
opener 28-18 to Northwestern Oklahoma State and fell to Kearney State 
26-14 last Saturday, while the Lions from Missouri were downed 34-24 
by Southeast Missouri State in their opening game a week ago. 

These two teams have been fighting it out on the gridiron for four 
years and a great rivalry has quickly developed. The Tigers hold a 3-1 
edge in the series and won last year’s game 14-9 at Joplin. In 1970, FHS 
won a 36-29 thriller and came away with a 37-3 victory in 1971. The last 
time the Lions came west they pounded the Tigers 40-15 at Lewis Field 
Stadium. That was in 1972 and Missouri Southern went on to roll up a 
12-0 record and win the NAIA Division II championship.

Missouri school. He has guided the Lions to a 20-12 record his first 
three years, including the perfect slate in his second season. He has put 
together a strong offense again this season and has some veteran 
performers who can break a game open. 

Heading the running attack are speedy Lydell Williams and a 
transfer, Robert Davis. The Lions have two capable signal callers in 
Steve Hamilton and Skip Hale. Hamilton was the regular quarterback 
last season, but Hale has made a bid for the job this year. Two 
receivers make the passing game a definite threat. They are Bernie 
Busken, the top receiver the last two years, and Kerry Anders, the 
team’s leading scorer a year ago. 

The Lions’ defense is strong at linebacker and in the secondary. 
Three defensive backs, Tom Warren, John Busalacki and Melvin 
Wilson, return from last year, and Randy Hocker, Dean Collins and 
Ken Davis give the team proven experience at linebacker. Tackle Ron 
Barnes heads the charge up front. 

For the Tigers, the quarterback situation is still unsettled as Rick 
Peoples and Jerry Krueger both saw playing time against Kearney 
State. Randy Davenport and Blane Johnson have been sharing the 
tailback duties, but freshman Mike Leiker is expected to start 
tonight. Craig Horchem, who started at fullback last week, will 
again fill that spot. The veteran line remains intact and is expected 
to play a big role in the offensive showing. 

Ron Hawley returns to action at split end tonight after sitting out 
last Saturday’s contest with an injury. With Hawley and Jeff Krueger 
at split end and Lonnie White at flanker, the Tigers could open up the 
passing game more. Tight end Greg Steen also figures in the passing 
plans as he caught four aerials against Kearney State. 

Defensively, the Tigers are still experimenting on the line, but have 
received some good play from the linebackers and secondary. Don 
Gable, Tim Weiss, Dave Thom, Bill Turner, and Jim Homolka are sure 
to see considerable action on the line, while Mike Peteete, Donn 
Swanbom, Jim Wilson, Danny Boyce and Darrell Herl make up the 
linebacker corps. In the secondary, FHS will go with Steve Simpson, 
Bruce Van Petten, Robin Stiles and Mike Mlinar. 

Neither team can afford a loss tonight, so it should be a fight to the 
finish between the Tigers and Lions. Missouri Southern is trying to 
rebound from an off year, and FHS is trying to keep the winning 
momentum in its rebuilding program. It should be an exciting affair, 
so sit back and enjoy an evening of college football.

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Facts, Figures Prove Skeptics Wrong

When M.C. Cunningham Hall, 
a new multi-purpose building 
costing $3.5 million was con- 
structed on the Fort Hays State 
College campus in 1973, skeptics 
wondered, in light of decreasing 
enrollments, if maybe money 
wasn’t being poured down the 
drain. 

Dr. Russell Bogue, chairman 
of the department of Health, 
Physical Education and 
Recreation at FHS, sensed the 
need last year to monitor the use 
of the building. His “white book” 
shows that the building, which 
was built to fulfill the needs of 
thousands of students who for- 
merly used shopworn Sheridan 
Coliseum and an old wooden 
building, has been used ex- 
tensively in its first year in 
existence. 

“From mid-September of last 
year through mid-May,” Dr. 
Bogue said, “41,848 persons used 
the facilities in Cunningham Hall. 
And those persons are apart from 
those engaged in regularly 
scheduled programs such as the 
men’s and women’s intramural 
programs and varsity athletics. 
That figure of 41,848 is the result 
of what we term free-time usage 
of the building. It does not include 
any persons engaged in regularly

scheduled activity. If we were to 
add all those persons who par- 
ticipated in scheduled programs, 
we could easily double those 
numbers.” 

According to Dr. Bogue’s 
figures, the gymnasiums were the 
most popular areas for use and

the swimming pool ran a close 
second. The four gymnasiums 
were used by more than 12,000 
persons while more than 11,000 
chose the swimming pool for their 
entertainment. 

The handball courts were next 
in popularity with more than 9,000 
persons using the eight rooms and 
the weight training saw more than 
8,000 persons working on strength 
building or body correction 
procedures, 

“We are very pleased with the 
way the building is being used by 
the students and with the care the 
students are taking of the new 
structure,” said Dr. Bogue. 
“There is no doubt but what those 
who are using the facilities are 
proud of what they have to use. A 
young man told me he transferred 
here from a larger university 
where he couldn’t check out the 
equipment fast and easy and said 
he would be spending a lot of time 
in Cunningham Hall.” 

Dr. Bogue said all students are 
encouraged to use the buildings 
and its facilities. “This structure 
is for student use first but when 
we have available time, non- 
students are definitely welcome.” 

Aside from being the home for 
all indoor activity whether it be 
regularly scheduled or non- 


scheduled, M.C. Cunningham Hall 
is also the home for the Depart- 
ment of HPER. Literally 
thousands of students will par- 
ticipate in the class offerings and 
the facilities and equipment get a 
workout. “In addition,” Dr, 
Bogue notes, “eight different 
departments from across campus 
will be using the building for 
classroom teaching this fall. We 
think this is great and all these 
things prove that M.C. Cun- 
ningham Hall is truly a multi-use 
building.” 

Anyone who hasn’t had the 
opportunity to visit Cunningham 
Hall is welcome and in fact en- 
couraged to do so. There is a 
multitude of equipment to use and 
the bright, new building is but a 
part of the total educational 
program at FHS being offered to 
all interested persons.

Missouri Southern State 
College is situated in southwest 
Missouri, 11 miles from the 
Kansas border, 40 miles from the 


Arkansas state line and 15 miles 
from Oklahoma. 

The campus, located at the 
northeast edge of Joplin on 310 
acres of gently rolling land, is 
within commuting distance of a 
large college population. The 


college lies at the heart of a 
cluster of cities with Joplin as the 
hub. 

The combining of a two-year, 
locally supported junior college 
with a two-year state supported 
senior college makes Missouri 


Southern State College unique in 
college history. Although the two 
programs have separate support, 
they have one faculty and one 
administration functioning under 
the supervision of the Board of 
Regents appointed by the 
Governor. 

Currently, 3,641 students are 
enrolled at Missouri Southern, 
which marks the largest 
enrollment in the school’s history.

When the 1973 football season 
was over last November the Fort 
Hays State coaching staff knew 
there was a big job ahead in 
replacing the entire defensive 
line. They started their planning 
during the winter, experimented 
with several candidates during

spring drills and began rebuilding 
when practices opened this fall. 

The Tiger coaches drew their 
large assortment of talent from 
many different directions. They 
moved some players from other 
positions, gave a long look at last 
year’s reserves, fit in some 
transfers and added a few highly 
touted freshmen. The competition 
for the jobs has been stiff and the 
process of elimination is still not 
complete. 

“We’re still trying to find the 
right combination,” said Line 
Coach Barry Allen after the 
Tigers 5 two opening losses. 



“Everybody is getting a chance. 
We have some experienced 
players who we have to rely on, 
but we’re taking a real good look 
at our young people. There are 
some good young players who 
want to play.” 

What are the coaches looking 
for as they judge a lineman’s 
play? “He has to be very 
aggressive,” Allen said. “A 
defensive lineman has to be 
reckless and play mean. He has to 
like to hit people, but our defen- 
sive line has to play together as a 
unit too.” 

Blending the fresh new talent 
with the veteran players is a 
tough task, but Allen feels the 
Tigers have the personnel to mold 
into a strong unit. Two of the more 
experienced linemen came to 
FHS from Chadron State College

in Nebraska along with Head 
Coach Bill Giles and Assistant 
Jerry Cullen. They are Don

Tigers most of last season, but 
was switched to defense during 
the spring because of the 
vacancies on the line. He was an 
all-conference performer in 
football and basketball at Gering 
High School and played in the 1968 
Nebraska Shrine Bowl. He at- 
tended Chadron State for one year 
before coming to FHS. Weiss was 
a top back-up man on the 
defensive line last season until a 
leg injury knocked him out of 
action midway through the 
campaign. He spent two seasons 
on the Chadron State squad. 

Two other transfers joined the 
squad last spring and are sure to 
be of great help when the Tigers 
head into the crucial conference 
games. Dave Thom, a junior from 
Minden, Neb., attended the 
University of Montana for two 
years before coming south, and 



Bob Gonzales, a junior from 
Garden City, played at Garden 
City Junior College. 

Thom was moved from 
linebacker to a down lineman 
position this fall and has seen 
considerable action in the early 
games. He was an all-conference 
selection at Minden High School. 
Gonzales was a football and 
wrestling stand-out at Garden 
City High School where he was 
named all-conference in football 
and wrestling and boosted the 
wrestling squad to the state title 
as a junior.

A Look Ahead 

Seven games remain on the 
1974 Fort Hays State schedule. 
Two more home games and five 
road contests are left, but the 
highlight of the schedule is the 
Great Plains Athletic Conference 
race which is yet to begin. 

Next action for the Tigers is a 
road game against Eastern New 
Mexico University at Portales, set 
for 7:30 p.m. Oct. 5. Then FHS 
jumps into the GPAC fight Oct. 12 
in the 2 p.m. Homecoming contest 
with the University of Northern 
Colorado. Last year the Bears 
won 48-14 at Greeley, and the 
Tigers have not won their 
Homecoming game since 1967.

GPAC Experiences Numerous Changes 


schools took the GPAC banner, 
while the Mountain Division 
schools retained the RMAC name. 

One of the reasons for breaking 
up the old RMAC was that 
member schools could not meet 
the traveling expenses which 
were involved. Conference meets 
no longer involve all of the schools 
in the MPIAA, and the winners in 
the two conferences do not play 
for an overall championship as 
they once did. 

Actually the RMAC was 
doomed to a short life because of 
the immense territory it covered. 
The two-division conference was 
reorganized in 1968-69 and 
competition in all conference 
sports except football and cross 
country was begun that year. 
Those two sports began their 
league affiliation in the fall of 
1969. 

Five members of the 
disbanding Central Inter- 
collegiate Conference, Fort Hays 
State, Emporia State, Pittsburg 
State, Washburn University and 
Omaha University, joined with 
the two Colorado schools, 
Southern Colorado and Colorado 
State College (now Northern 
Colorado) , in making up the 
Plains Division of the RMAC. In 
making the move, FHS became a 
part of the second oldest 
collegiate athletic organization in

Fort Hays State has main- 
tained strong conference ties 
throughout its years of in- 
tercollegiate athletic competition 
and has moved with the times 
whenever the need for a change 
has arisen. The Tigers are now in 
their third year of membership in 
the Great Plains Athletic Con- 
ference, but the path that brought 
the school this far has been a 
winding one. 

Formed in 1972, the GPAC has 
already seen changes in its 
membership since it was char- 
tered. FHS is one of the original 
members along with Washburn 
University, Emporia State 


College, Kansas State College of 
Pittsburg, Southern Colorado 
State College and the University 
of Northern Colorado. The 
University of Nebraska at Omaha 
was a charter member but with- 
drew after one year. Another 
Nebraska school, Kearney State 
College, has been accepted for 
membership but will not par- 
ticipate in all sports until next 
year. 

The GPAC is the eastern half 
of the Mountain and Plains 
Intercollegiate Athletic 
Association with its headquarters 
in Denver. The other part is the 
Rocky Mountain Athletic Con- 


ference and contains Adams State 
College at Alamosa, Colo.; Fort 
Lewis College at Durango, Colo. ; 
Western State College at Gun- 
nison, Colo.; Colorado School of 
Mines at Golden; Western New 
Mexico University at Silver City ; 
Southern Utah College at Cedar 
City and Westminster College at 
Salt Lake City. 

This organization evolved 
from the old Rocky Mountain 
Athletic Conference which was 
split into the Mountain and Plains 
Divisions. That set-up was 
dissolved and the two separate 
conferences received their start 
in 1972. The Plains Division

While the popular conception may 
be that most collegiate football 
coaches eat, drink and sleep football, 
in actuality, the majority of them 
spend their meal-times eating food. 
The following are some of the favor- 
ite recipes of two of the nation’s more 
prominent gridiron bosses as prepared 
by their wives. 


CORN FRITTERS 

by Mrs. Fred Pancoast 

(Memphis State) 

1 cup all-purpose flour, sifted 
1 Vz teaspoons baking powder 
1 tablespoon sugar 
1 scant teaspoon salt 
1 egg 
1 y 4 cup milk 
l /z cup whole kernel corn 
fat for deep frying or pan frying 

Resift flour, baking powder, sugar 
and salt together. Add egg, milk and 
corn. Stir until blended. Drop batter 
into fat a teaspoonful at a time. Fry 
until golden brown, turning to cook 
evenly. Drain on paper towel and 
sprinkle with confectionary sugar be- 
fore serving. 




BEAR’S FUDGE PIE 

by Mrs. Paul (Mary Harmon) Bryant 

(University of Alabama) 

Melt one stick of butter and two 
squares of chocolate over hot water. 
Take off stove and stir in one cup of 
sugar, y 4 th cup of flour (sifted), pinch 
of salt and two eggs (beaten slightly) . 
Then add one tablespoon of vanilla 
extract. 

Put in pie pan and bake in oven 
preheated to 375 degrees. Turn down 
to 325 degrees and cook 30 minutes. 

Serve warm with ice cream. 

Nuts may be added to mixture be- 
fore baking if desired. 


MAKE THE

going on and hear what these 
organizations have to offer. We’re 
also asking students from all 
community colleges, all high 
school seniors and students from 
vocational and technical schools 
in western Kansas, northern 
Oklahoma, eastern Colorado and 
southern Nebraska to come and 
spend the day with us and learn 
what is available now or what it 
takes to be a qualified employee 
of one of the organizations which 
will be on our campus.” 

Osborne said the doors of the 
Coliseum will open at 8:30 a.m. 
and students will begin talking 
with organizational represen- 
tatives.

Football Terminology 


AUDIBLE — A vocal signal by the 
quarterback at the line of 
scrimmage that changes the play 
called in the huddle. A key phrase, 
word or number inserted into the 
starting commands, called when 
the quarterback feels the defense 
is stacked against the first play or 
is vulnerable in some area. Also 
called check off or automatic. 
BALL CONTROL — An offensive 
technique of retaining possession 
of the ball by making a sustained 
series of first downs, rather than 
attempting long-gain plays. 
BLITZ — Commitment by 
defensive backs and-or 


linebackers to rush the passer. 
The defensive player tries to 
crash through the offensive line 
into the rival backfield before the 
play has a chance to develop. Also 
called Red Dog or shooting the 
gap. 

TRAP — A play permitting a 
defender to penetrate quickly, 
only, to be blocked from the side 
by pulling guard or tackle. 

ZONE DEFENSE — Plan of pass 
defense wherein areas are 
covered rather than individual 
receivers. Opposite of man-to- 
man.

the United States, dating back to 
1909. 

For 40 years before it merged 
with the RMAC, the CIC was one 
of the top small college con- 
ferences in the Midwest. It 
received its roots in 1928 with 
seven founding schools on its 
rolls. They were Fort Hays State, 
Emporia State, Pittsburg State, 
Washburn University, Wichita 
University, Southwestern College 
and College of Emporia. 

Through the years, the CIC 
picked up new members and 
dropped old ones, but FHS 
remained in the conference until 
the end. Among the schools to 
come and go were St. Benedicts 
College of Atchison and 
Rockhurst College of Kansas City. 
College of Emporia, Wichita and 
Southwestern eventually with- 
drew, and Washburn dropped its

affiliation for seven years. Omaha 
University joined the ranks in 1959 
to give the conference its new look 
for the last 10 years of its 
existence. 

FHS teams began to compete 
in league activities in 1914 when 
the school was known as Fort 
Hays Kansas Normal School and 
it was admitted to the Kansas 
Athletic Conference. Its con- 
nections with the conference 
lasted 14 years until the CIC was 
chartered. 

Included in the membership of 
the Kansas Conference while FHS 
was a member were Kansas 
Wesleyan College, Bethany 
College, Cooper College (now 
Sterling), McPherson College, 
Baker University, St. Mary’s, 
Southwestern College, College of 
Emporia, Friends University, 
Washburn University, Emporia 
State and Pittsburg State. 

FHS has carried a fine tradition 
in the four conferences in which it 
has been a member. The Tigers 


have claimed 40 conference 
championships in eight different 
sports during their long history. 
One of those titles was brought 
home in 1974 as the FHS track and 
field team walked away with its 
second straight GPAC crown. 

In the GPAC, the Tigers an- 
nually vie for championships in 
seven sports, track and field, 
cross country, football, basket- 
ball, baseball, golf and tennis. 
Besides the tracks team’s title 
last year, the Tigers finished 
second in cross country, tied for 
third in football, tied for fourth in 
basketball, placed fifth in golf and 
sixth in tennis. The baseball team, 
although having one of its best 
years, did not qualify for the 
GPAC Play-offs. 

Each year the conference race 
is the highlight of a team’s season. 
Every school has dreams of 
putting the championship trophy 
in its case, but that honor is 
reserved for only the very best. 
Through the years, FHS has won 


the right to be proclaimed the best 
in:

Results have been anything 
but extraordinary for Great 
Plains Athletic Conference teams 
during the early going of the 1974 
football season. 

In 16 non-conference games 
played during the first three 
weeks, GPAC squads have scored 
an average of just over 16 points 
per game while their opponents 
have tallied about 20 points.

Washburn University is the 
only team to remain undefeated 
as the Ichabods downed William 
Jewell, 21-13, in their opening 
contest and overpowered 
Missouri Western, 37-0, last 
Saturday.
